Retailers mus: not sell sugar to 


any of the other groups who come 
under the sugar regulations without 
taking up their certificates, and they 
must bear in mind the sugar rations 
of 2 ^pounds at one time for town 
customers, five for country purchas- 
ers and 25 pounds upon the signing 
of a certificate for home canners. 


The householder can obtain more 


than 25 pounds'for/canning upon the 
approval of "the local food adminis- 
trator only for actual and immediate 
use in canning.

Food Administration Told 


That Profiteering Must 


be Checked 


."The high prices of farm imple- 


ments are,to be cut down," the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture warns 
the 


State Food Administration. "It will 
be necessary to survey the industry 
with a view to> discover whether the 
commissions, profits, or prices are 
unjust, unreasonable, discriminatory 
and unfair, and if so to cause their 
discontinuance. 


The law does not provide for di- 


rect price-fixing, but the Food Con- 
trol Act grants power to prevent un- 
fair profits. 
"If any retailer, that is, any indi- 


vidual or firm whose annual busi- 
ness does not exceed $100,000 and so 
does not have to get a license, charg- 
es an unfair price, licenses will be 
forbidden to'transact business with 
him, 
and he will then be unable to 


secure a supply of farm equipment." 


Since our entrance into the war, 


prices have greatly increased be- 
cause of the difficulties. in obtaining 
'a sufficient quantity of raw material 
and. prompt transportation.
